Santa Barbara and the neighboring 


_ region received the first great wave of 


southern immigration from the north. 
Hence it was the earliest of the old, 
dead towns to be stirred into new life, 
renovated by the new civilization, and 
energized by enterprise. The whole ar- 
tificial aspect of the place became 


changed. Each year has increased the | 


change, till now only some small parts 
remain as in early days they appeared. 
Streets have been straightened, widened, 
graded, and even Macadamized, without 
a trace of their old, rough features to 
be seen. Finest brick stores and orna- 
mental residences line both sides of the 
principal avenues, together with the 
crossing streets. Large lots or whole 
blocks have been purchased by men of 
wealth, and improved with fine houses 
becoming embowered in trees and sur- 
raunded by yards of greenest verdure, 
flowering shrubbery and vines, and every 
feature of cultivated taste. Five-acre 
divisions, which, a few years ago could 
have been bought for one hundred dol- 
lars, are now worth from ten to twenty 
thousand, and steadily advancing in 
price. Pipes for water and for gas are 
being laid through all the town, and are 
extending into the suburbs.a mile away 
from the center of business. Rocky 
hillsides in the vicinity, once thought of 
value only as ranges for goats, are being 
turned into finest gardens, orchards, 
and vineyards. The whole farming 
country to the east and west is becom- 
ing improved by modern cultivation to 
yield the richest crops, and are advanced 
from ten dollars an acre ten years ago, 
to often ten times that at present; and 
what was once thought almost worth- 
less withovt irrigation is found, with 
proper tillage, to do best with no artifi- 
cial water, and returns large yields in 
grain and. varied fruits to the diligent 
farmer. The region is famed for health 
and mildness of climate, though doubt- 
less all has been said in this direction 
which the truth will justify, and possi- 

bly a good deal more. 

The scenery around is peculiar and 
grand. To the south lies the broad, 
blue ocean, with fine, large, mountain- 
ous islands stretching away along the 
horizon. To the east and west the va- 
ried, rich, often rolling farming country 
extends; while just back, parallel with 
the coast, from two to four miles back, 
rises, very abruptly, the dark, rocky, 
rugged, gorged Santa Inez range of 
mountains, four and five thousand feet 
in height, serrated and peaked along 
the summit, often reaching into and 
hidden by long banks of clouds resting 
on the tops.. There is really but little 
grander scenery in California; none so 
intensified by strongest contrasts. 

In the city are schools, churches, 
halls, libraries, benevolent. institutions, 
and all the orders of civilization. In 
education, the leading independent 
school is the fine, large, well conducted 
Santa Barbara College, which ought to 
be a power for good through all the 
south, only that it is wonderfully cramp- 


ed by the as ta of its grounds and 
from its position on the very line of a 
business street of the city. The Ro- 
manists have one or two schools in the 
place, but here, as elsewhere in the 
state, so remarkably deficient are they 
in education that rarely can their grad- 
uates, either male or female, obtain a 
certificate for teaching in our public 
schools, and when they do, their success 
in instruction has generally been so poor 
that, in schools three-fourths Romanist, 
they yet most always prefer and secure 
a Protestant teacher. These facts are 
one reason for the opposition of the 
priests to our common schools; for these 
are too good for their manipulation. 
The churches of Santa Barbara are: 
Congregational, Presbyterian, Episco- 
palian, Methodist, Baptist, Roman, and 


Jewish, all with good buildings, unless 


we except the last, and with able pas- 
tors. The Presbyterians have nearly fin- 
ished a very neat, well located, new place 
of worship, at an expense of about fif- 
teen thousand dollars, having sold their 
previous, smaller one te the newly or- 
ganized church of the Baptists. The 
fine, brick Congregational church is 
habitually filled, often beyond conven- 
ience, by the congregation assembling 
for worship and religious instruction 
from the most able and popular minis- 
ter, Rev. Mr. Hough. The Episcopalians 
have been much embarrassed by debt, 
but have recently rejoiced in clearing it 
all, or nearly all, off, and recovering 
their church from a sale under mort- 


gage. | 
SAN BUENAVENTURA. 


Thirty-six miles east of Santa Barba-- 


ra is the next rising and pleasant, large 
town of the region, called San Buena- 
ventura, situated just where the great 
ocean coast turns again nearly south. 
It is the chief port for the largest, finest 
agricultural valley of all that portion of 
the state, called the Santa Clara valley, 
from its main river of the same name. 

This young but growing town has 
Congregational, Presbyterian, and Meth- 
odist churches, each with a pleasant 
church building. The Presbyterians 


have enjoyed the services of an esteem- 


ed and experienced pastor, Rev. Mr. 
Taylor, and are prospering in their cir- 
‘cumstances. The Congregationalists 
have engaged an excellent pastor, to be 
with them in a month or so, from Kan- 
sas, Rev. Mr. Paine, whose coming is 
awaited with great interest by the peo- 
ple. The Methodists have had the ser- 
vices of an active, vigorous pastor, by 
whose labors the congregations have 
been much increased and many added 
to the roll of the church. 

Up the valley of the Santa Clara, 
all of which is becoming well settled 
and cultivated in fields, there are central 
places of business commencing to im- 
prove, especially Saticoy and Santa 
Paula, where, as 
generally, there has been worship held 
in school houses, 


To the north of this valley, up another | 


one, less in size, but unsurpassed in the 
beauty of romantic and varied, even 
rugged and wild, scenery, and certainly 
unsurpassed on the coast for healthful.

ruary 15th, — o’clock a. m., that just 
then the gun announcing the King’s ar- 
rival sent over the water its joyful sound. 
I cannot doubt that its echo reached the 
upper world, and reverberated over the 
heavenly plains. No Sabbath-keeping 
man or woman among us had cause of 
grief on this day of sacred rest, by see- 
ing the King coming on shore, hearing 
the booming cannon, and the shouts of 
welcome from thousands of throats, 
drowning the voice of prayer and praise.

We are com- 
manded to “ rejoice with those who do 
rejoice”; and in obedience to this re- 
quirement, I can but sympathize with 
my people, both foreigners and Hawaii- 
ans, in the joyous hope which they now 
cherish, that this treaty will be confirm- 
ed, both at Washington and at Honolu- 
lu, and that great good will come of it. 
It has long seemed to me that unless re- 
lief came from some quarter, our foreign 
neighbors, the planters, would go into 
bankruptcy. Should this happen, all 
classes, foreigners and natives, would 
‘suffer greatly. Most of the planters are 
indebted for the means of carryfng on 
their business. Labor is scarce and 
high, duties extortionally high, sugars 


come to a stand-still. Now if the plant- 
ers can be relieved from the payment of’ 
the enormous duties demanded and col- 
lected of them for many years, there is 
much reason to expect a. speedy return 
of commercial prosperity. Just now 
times are very dark. We have a few 
foreign merchants, a carpenter or two, a 

tinman, a blacksmith, and a stone-ma- 
son, but neither of them has regular em- 
ployment—not half enough to procure 
daily bread. Several of our foreign 
residents have left during the year, 
and it seemed likely, till we heard 
of the vote of tlhe Senate on the reci- 
procity treaty, that many others would 
leave. This intelligence will cause them 


| to reconsider their determination, and 


we trust that some of them will remain 
permanent residents on the Islands. 
Their example and influence will also 
induce others of our countrymen to 
come, and aid us in filling the land with. 
laborers so pressingly needed. _ 


Shall I tell you of another item of 
intelligence which has lately reached us

Of all things to be taught the young and

Intoxicating Liquors 
are destroying the bodies and’ souls of 
the people of our land at a fearful rate. 
Any compromise with the evil will only 
“be snares and traps unto you, and 
scourges in your sides and thorns in | 
It is estimated that at the 
present time there are over five hundred 
thousand men in our country who may 
be called drunkards. Your ‘sons are 
blindly joining their tattered ranks ; and 
as God works through human instrumen- 
talities, we believe they can only be sav- 
ed by demanding of the one hundred 
and ninety thousand drunkard makers 
that they stop their destructive work.” 


The Christian at Work remarks: 
‘* One of our contemporaries states that 
‘Dr. DeKoven, the prominent ritualist, 
comes to the front when he preaches, 
folds his hands on his bosom after the 
manner of a Catholic priest, and then 
intones his sermon from beginning to end. 
His voice is said to be singularly fascin- 
ating, and he runs up his intonations 
with tones as clear as a flute.’ Why 
should he not fold hishands? We have 
seen a great many preachers who evid- 
ently had little idea of what to do with 
their hands. Some fling their hands’ 
Some grasp the cor- 
ners of the pulpit, as if they expected it to 
upset in case of relaxing their ‘hold. 
Some put their hands behind them, and 
nervously twitch their fingers, like school 
children who do not know their lesson. 
Some thumb the pulpit Bible, and we 
have even seen preachers put their hands 
in their pockets. But when a man can 
calmly-fold his hands on his bosom, and 
so preach to a large and perhaps critical 
congregation, it shows an amount of 
self-possession which is worthy of imit- 
ation, regardless of theological views.” — 

It does not matter what a man does 
with his hands, provided he can forget |. 
that-he has hands which he must take 
care of. Half of the directions given 
by those who train speakers are unwise, 
because they require so much thought 
and care on the part of a speaker just 
when his thought and care should be on 
what he is saying and has to say. Till 
one comes: to have a kind of double 
consciousness he cannot very well think 
of subject-matter and of poses, attitudes, 
and gesture, all at once. Let one get 
white-hot with his theme, and attitudes 


and gestures will be likely to take care 
of themselves,

The recognition of a church is an act 
of sublime significance. It is more than 
a symbol. Great ideas and principles 
come up into it. I appear in this act in 
a representative character. In myself 
I have no right to recognize a church. 
I do not stand here to-night to say, “I 
receive you as a church into the king- 
dom of Christ.” No other man, be he 
Bishop, Cardinal, or Pope, has any per- 
sonal right to do Slide, and givea church 
a status in the kingdom of Christ. The 
Council is back of me; the Council acts 
through me. 

But this Council has no inherent right, 
no right as so many men, to make or 
recognize achurch. Back of the Coun- 
cil are the Congregational churches— 
the whole sisterhood on this coast and 
in the other States. is 

But they have no right to do this of | ; 
themégelves. They stand for the whole 
Church of Christ. It is is only as they 
are of that, and represent that, that 
they can induct the feeblest sister into 
the sisterhood. Back of me, girding me 
as an atmosphere, are the Council, and 
all the Congregational churches, and. all 
the body of Christ on earth arfd in hea- 
ven. And back of this, to make the 
act valid and true, is the spirit of the 
Lord Jesus. 

In the name of this vast unseen com. 
pany, of whom have been the confessors 
and martyrs, and all the men and wo- 
men who have walked with God, pene- 
trated and guided by the spirit of Christ, 
I, representing them, am here to-night 
to lead you up into their grand fellow- 
ship. And I conduct you, in virtue of 


| this representative character, beyond the 


position of a Congregational church, in- 
to the sisterhood of ‘all the churches of 
‘Jesus Christ, of whatsoever name. It 
is Christ’s whole body that appears here 
to-night and bids you welcome. Unless 
you are lifted up to-night into something 
above a Congregational organization, | 
you are nothing. You are lifted up 
into the body of Christ; ‘and itis only 
the body of Christ, sholnged by his 
spirit, or what represents it that can 
do this. 

But while the transition on this side is 
so significant and, grand, it is hardly less 
so on your side. You become to-night |

ular, the lesser fellowship, but you be- 


come in yourself a whole church, an 
ecclesiastical unit—the smallest unit and 
the largest unit of the organized king- 
dom of Christ. You are a whole 


church, not an adjunct of a church, not 


a part of a church, not an clement: in @ 
church. 

The single chureh is a whole germ of 
organized christianity, a vital whole. It 
has in itself all the possibilities and po- 
tencies. An individual christian is not 
such @ whole. Plant ‘a self-sustaining 
church on an island or a continent, and 
you have in that all the possibilities of 
organized christianity. A dozen or s 
hundred churches are no more a vital 
whole than is one church; as twenty 
or one hundred acorns or young, oaks 


want any one to talk to. Still less do | 


| 


| 


are no more oak than. 
is one of them. They by their union 
make twenty or one hundred germs or 
oaks, not a higher kind of germ or oak. 
No more of an oak is in twenty acorns 
than in one; and no more of a church 
in twenty churches thaninone. 
Thus, you see, you are raised to the 
rank of a whole church of Christ, hav- 
ing all its rights, privileges, -dignitics, 
possibilities, on the divine side. Joining 
churches together, agglutinating them, 
gives them no new constitutional, divine 
elements, or factors, or functions—makes 
them no more divine, or ecclesiastical, 
or authoritative. All the divinity there 
is in them, i in kind, is in the individual 
church., What. comes of union, agglu- 


to that. of an assembly, conference, asso- | 


ciation, or hierarchy ; yea, higher, for |. 


the combining principle of such bodies 


is human, not divine ; authority, 
not divine fellowship. 


But while you are a whole chute, 
you are not a lawless or unrelated 
church. You are a Congregational 


| church. .You come into a sisterhood 


which puts ‘itself, as @ sisterhood, upon 
the duties and privileges, the laws and 
conditions, of fellowship. 
Master and Lawgiver in their union. 
They never command one another, they 
never impose on one another authorita- 
tive rules. They let Christ, working on 
their good sense and christian love, by 
his word, spirit, and providence, com- 
mand and regulate their intercourse ; 
and they put themselves upon obeying 
him in this thing, and in this way. 

- You may well rejoice in this principle 
of fellowship, not only in the liberty 
which it gives—a larger liberty than is 
enjoyed in any of the compact denomina- 
tions—but also in its advantages, It 
brings around yon at once the sympathy 


/and confidence of all these churches. It | 


gives you an accredited standing. Ata 
single step you take your position as an 
ecclesiastical peer of the churches that 
have a grand history back of them. 
You start where the others leave off. 
You have the advantage of the battles, 
victories, achievements, progress, of the 
quarter of a century of Congregation 
alism in California, of the two hundred 
and fifty years in America, of the eight- 
een and three-fourths centuries of the 
struggles of christianity in the world. 
You step abreast of the Congregational- 
ism of the nineteenth century. Suppose 


you were to start as a new church, de- | 


nominationally new and unique, with no 
one to endorse you and take you by the 


hand until you had a history back of | ' 


you, and had achieved a position. In 
that case you would be an ecclesiastical 
waif, thrown out upon the world with- 
out father, or mother, or brother, or sis- 
ter, or nurse, or friend ; and the chances 
are that you would ‘iad: and perish of 
coldness and neglect before you could 
reach self-support, or have vigor enough 
to perpetuate your kind. But as it is, 
all Congregationalism is about you. 
You instantly come into its achievements 
and character, as a welcome child is 
born into the name, position, culture, 
advantages, gained by the parents, and 
you feel about you its warm, girding 
sympathies and heart-beats. 

I welcome you, then, into the great 
body of Christ on earth, a section of the 
organized host of the redeemed, a whole 
church, a vital unit, the equal of any 
other, in idea. I welcome you into the 
sisterhood of Congregational churches, 
with its balanced “laws and liberty, 
where there is no ecclesiastical power to

To realize, now, this wish, it is need- 
ful that it be ‘something more than a 
wish. It must energize our purpose, 
and i inspire our endeavor. 

First of all, we should carefully study 
this ideal.
